Soviet pledge 
for Israel 


MOSCOW (Reuter). —- The Soviet 
Union has promised to guarantee 
the existence and independence of 
Israel. (Reported briefly in yester. 
day's late edition). 

Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
said on Wednesday night that Israel 
could obtain strict Soviet guarantees 
on three conditions — withdrawal 
. from occupied Arab territories, res- 
toration of Palestinian rights inchid- 
ing their right to independent state- 
hood, and firm guarantees for all 
States in the region.

these conditions, Gromyko said, “Is-

The basic aim of Rumanian for- 
elgn policy — and of Mr. Ceauses- 
εὐ activiam in the international 
arena — has been to seek a role 
for smaller powers in the fate of 
the world. Rumania has consistently 
opposed the trend towards Big 
Power sotutiona of international 
problems and Big Power encroach- 
ments upon the sovereignty of 
smaller states. 

Tt was in part as an expression 
of this underlying policy that Ru- 
mania did not cut {ts ties with 
Israel in 1967 when the rest of the 
Soviet Bloc pulled their embassies 
out of Tel Aviv during the Six 
Day War. 

At the same time, though, Ru- 
mania‘s decision to remain, and its 
deliberate efforts to foster cordial 
ties with israel since 1967, have 
always been seen in Jerusalem as 
reflections of Moscow's desire to 
keep up a diplomatic presence by 
proxy despite the 1967 rupture.

Sadat, fresh from a summit meet- 
ing in Riyadh with Saudi Arabia's 
mew monarch, King Khaled, and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. yes- 
terday wound up two days of talks 
in Teheran with the Shah of Iran 
who declared his full support for 
Cairo'2 stand in the Middle East. 


Sadat said on leaving Teheran 
thas Israel should withdraw to 
the 1967 lines, adding that those 
“borders must be recognized.” Sadat 
said that he has welcomed Mos- 
cow’s recent pledges to tee 
Israel's integrity, stressing that “Is- 
rael however must withdraw from 
all oceupied Arab territories.” 

Sadat returned to Cairo last 
night to be on hand for today's 
arrival of Ceausescu for a one-day 
visit to Egypt. Ceausescu came to 
Damascus yesterday following a 
surprise announcement in Bucharest 
that the Rumanian leader had left 


for “short visits of friendship" to 
Syria and Egypt. Ceansescu has 
just concluded a five-nation tour 
during which he visited Jordan last 
week. His sudden return to the area 
yesterday triggered speculation that 
he might also visit Israel} soon in 
ea Rumanian bid to mediate in the 
Middle East conflict. 

Ceausescu last night held talks 
with President Assad, but no de- 
tails were made available. 

Ceausescu’s call on Damascus and 
Cairo highlighted reported plans by 
several world statesmen to visit 
those Arab capitals in advance of 
next month’s scheduled meeting be- 
tween U.S. Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, report- 
edly to lay the groundwork for the 
next phases of the Geneva talks. 
Italian Foreign Minister Mariano 
Rumor !s due to visit Cairo next 
Thursday, it was announced in 
Cairo yesterday. 

French President Valery Giscard 
D’Estaing yesterday played host to 
Jordan’s King Hussein following his 
arrival for what was described as 
a four-day “private" visit to 
France.

‘Soviets want brief 
Geneva meeting soon’

WASHINGTON. — Soviet offi- 
cials in Washington are expres- 
sing the opinion that the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference 
should be reconvened for one or 
two days in early June without 
the Palestine Liberation Organi- 

zation being represented, 

In an apparent policy shift, the 
Soviet Union now appears ready to 
accept the convening of such a pre- 

session in order to regain 
the momentum in the negotiations. 

The Hearst newspaper chain in 

the U.S. quoted authoritative Soviet 
officials in Washington as proposing 
thet this preliminary session could 
work out the details for PLO re- 
presentation as part of an Arab 
or Arab League delegation at a 
larger Geneva conference to take 
Place this autumn. Thus, these of- 
ticlals told diplomatic correspondent 
Jobn Wallach, Israel would not 
have to confront the issue of PLO 
recognition for several months, and 
at the same time would be able to 
continue separate negotiations with 
— under the mediation of 
Secretary of State Kissinger — for 
another interim agreement, 
. President Ford, in an interview 
with CBS earlier this week, said 
that one of three options now open 
for additional negotiations was con- 
tinued Israeli-Egyptian talks for a 
separate interim agreement while 
preparations were made for a full 
Geneva conference. 

Wallach interviewed the First 
Secretary of the Soviet Embassy 
here, Gennadiy Fedosov, an official 
of the semi-governmental U.S.A. 
Institute in Moscow, Yuri Shvedkov, 
and Spartak Beglow, columnist for 


“Novosti,” The Kremlin's official 
propaganda voice. 

The Russian spokesmen acknow- 
Jedged the surprise visit to Israel 
earlier this month by two Soviet 
Government emissaries, and said 
it was in Moscow's interest to have 
‘some form of relationship” with 
Israel, But they contended that this 
would stop short of an actual re- 
sumption of relations, explaining 
that the Soviet Union would prefer 
to continue some form of “corridor 
conversations" with Israel during 
a@ reconvened Geneva conference. 

The spokesmen said that it was 
not in the Soviet Union's interest 
to resume official ties with Israel 
until there was scme visible Israeli 
withdrawal from “occupied terri- 
tory,” as this would probably dam- 
age Russian relations with the 
Arabs. 

Israeli officials here conceded 
yesterday. that resumption of the 
Geneva conference in June was pos- 
sible, but they insisted that no firm 
decisions had yet been made, 

A spokesman for the State De- 
partment said yesterday, in response 
to a question about a reported 
meeting next month between Kis- 
singer and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, that "as far as I 
know. at this point, there are no 
plans for such a meeting.” 

(Informed sources said in Jeru- 
salem yesterday that Secretary of 
State Kissinger and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Gromyko would meet next 
month to work out a timetable and 
agenda for the resumption of the 
Geneva conference, These sources 
anticipated a brief session in June 
which might break down into work- 
ing groups, with a further full 
session in’ the autumn.)

TEL AVIV. Another Defence 
Ministry employee—Mlchael Othman 
— was remanded on bail yesterday 
as police continued their probe into 
allegations of bribe-taking in the 
Defence establishment. 

Sonte 14 Defence men — military, 
civilian — have been arrested 50 
far on suspicion of having been on 
the receiving end in at least four 
bribery cases. They include two 
Air Force majors and a former 
Air Force brigadier. Most suspects 
are out on bail. 

Othman, aged about 30, was re- 
leased on IL2,000 bail after police 
told the Magistrate's Court he had 
admitted to accepting a 1130,000- 
1L35,000 bribe. (The alleged bribe 
giver, Amnon Avni of Kiryat Gat's 
ἌΚΟΣ. firm, was remanded on Wed- 


nmesday for an additional seven 
days.} 
Meanwhile, another suspect — 


Yosef Marshak, head of the Tahof 
container firm — was remanded 
here for another 15 days after 
police said a State witness had ad- 
mitted to receiving 11.31,600 worth 
of bribes from him. The witness, 
Rav-Seren Meir Ben-Aharon, said 
the alleged bribe included a large 
home heater. 

Marshak has been accused of 
fraudulently getting the Air Force 
to buy fuel tanks originally ordered 
by Turkey but rejected after the 
Yom Kippur War. The police re- 
presentative, Sergeant Maurice Cala- 
maro, yesterday showed the court 
two sets of tanker specifications, 
charging that one had been altered 
to make the Tahof tanks appear 
to fit Israel army needs — which 
he sald they did not. 

The detective said that Ray-Seren 
Ben-Aharon was furnishing police 
with new evidence every day, and 
that the Commerce and Industry 
and Transport ministries and the 
Fuel Administration were involved, 
Ben-Aharon was not the only source 
of information, he added. 

{The Foreign Ministry yesterday 
denied allegations that it had been 
involved in the affair, saying it 
had had “no connection whatever 
with the alleged corruption dis- 
covered involving the export of re- 
fueling tanks to Turkey.”
